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Unisys Corp. v. DOC— GSBCA Nos. 12823-
COM; 13460-COM and 13477-COM

On Friday, February 7, the parties reached a settlement
of the appeals for spare parts under three contract mod-
ifications. Unisys is making the first effort at drafting
an agreement. Government counsel are preparing the
settlement memorandum. Congratulations to Terry H.
Lee, Steven Carrara who had the case along with Roxie
Jones.

CHI Fabrication Services v. DOC—GAO No. B-275079

GAO denied this protest in which CHI claimed that
PTO improperly evaluated its proposal for mailffile
carts. GAO agreed with the Government's argument
that PTO reasonably determined that CHI's proposal
failed to demonstrate compliance with specification re-
guirements—particularly, the cart's low clearance re-
guirement. Cecilia R. Jones had the case.

Gem Engineering v. DOC—GSBCA No. 13566-COM

Before traveling to Houston for depositions, we made a
settlement offer to GEM. GEM did not accept our offer
and proposed a counteroffer, which we also rejected. At
the GEM offices, we took two depositions of the Site Su-

perintendent and the company's president. The Board
has scheduled a conference call for March 5 to discuss
the status of the case. Catherine Shea and Mark Lang-
stein have the case.

North Florida Shipyard, Inc. v. DOC— GSBCA No.
14030-COM

The Appellant has filed its complaint alleging Govern-
ment provided materials and specifications were defec-
tive causing the contractor increased delay, increased
work, and increased costs. We will file our answer on
February 18. Catherine Shea and Ken Lechter.

NOAA Supercomputer Procurement

Fred Kopatich attended the initial meeting of program
and procurement personnel to initiate the acquisition of
a new supercomputer to be used by NOAA for weather
modeling. Because of advances in the state of the art,
the new system will have several times the capacity of
the supercomputer NOAA purchased two years ago. A
request for information was published in the Commerce
Business Daily this week to survey the market and de-
termine the interest of the vendor community in the
procurement.

APEC Tariff Database

Thus far we have been unable to resolve
the issue of indemnification with Federal
Express, the prospective contractor. Fed-
Ex wants APEC to indemnify it for any li-
ability it may incur during performance.
In that the USG is responsible for a per-
centage of APEC’s budget, such an indem-
nification provision would violate the Anti-
deficiency Act. Mark Langstein and Ken
Lechter.
